The chain letter nuisance has started 
again in the Edmonton district, and steps 
should be taken by the post office depart- 
ment to put a stop to it. 

It is bad enough that these ridiculous 
epistles should be allowed to worry the 
superstitious because they contain threats 
of bad luck if the ‘chain is broken”. 

It is worse that they should represent 
a flagrant waste of paper, stamp-money, 
time and energy. 

But, as one Edmonton mother declares 
to The Bulletin, the worst feature is that 
they cause disappointment to families that 
are anxiously awaiting letters from their 
boys overseas. Mothers who wait for the 
mail because it might contain word from a 
son in the services do not take kindly to 
these stupid, threatening and absurd chain 
letters. 

It is utterly nonsensical, of course, for 
anyone to take threats of bad luck seri- 
ously. But when one is deeply concerned 
over the welfare of a son or husband who 
is going to need all the luck he can get, 
one is not inclined to be entirely philo- 
sophical about these threats. 

These foolish chain letters cause Hd- 
monton mothers a lot of unnecessary 
worry and distress. They should be stopped. 
The best thing anyone can do with them 
is to send them on to the post office de- 
partment with a Ms complaint, 


Gone Down 


Secretary Knox said at Washington 
that more than 3,000,000 tons of Japanese 
merchant shipping have been sunk, It is 
supposed that by rushing construction the 
Jap merchant marine had been brought up 
to more than 7,000,000 tons when Tojo 
decided the time was ripe to take control of 
the Pacific ocean and the continent of 
Asia. 

The loss of nearly half its great fleet 
of carriers is a more serious blow to 
Japan’s military strength than the loss of 
all the islands which have been wrenched 
from its grasp. Without ships to carry 
away materials and bring in supplies the 
islands were neither useful to the invad- 
ers nor tenable by them. The Japanese 
forces in the Philippines, in Indo-China, 
Siam and Burma were sent there in con- 
fidence that they could be supplied and 
reinforced by sea, 

Enormous as was the carrier capacity 
at the disposal of the war-makers, it was 
none too large for the task thus set for it. 
With that capacity reduced to not much 
more than half the original, even allowing 
for wartime building the transport prob- 
lem at Tokyo must be as serious now as it 
once was at London. And it is getting more 
serious every day, for the sinkings go on 
at accelerating pace as Allied forces get 
closer to the busier communication lines. 

The grand Tokyo scheme of hemis- 
pherical conquest is already at the bottom 
of the ocean, along with hundreds of 
freighters which were vital to its success.

School Term Too Long ? 


It has been suggested in the Alberta 
legislature that the 138-day school term 
from January 3 to July 14, which contains 
no holidays except Good Friday and Easter 
Monday, is too long for students and that 
the regular Easter holidays should be re- 
stored. 

There will be many to disagree with 
that argument. Indeed, some will feel that 
the business of learning is so vital in the 
lives of young people that too much time is 
given to holidays as it is, 

With every respect for the old axiom 
that “all work and no play makes Jack a 
dull boy”, many will want to observe that 
the process of education, if it is properly 
carried out, is so essentially fascinating 
that it need not be work at all. At least, it 
need not be that kind of drudgery that re- 
quires hours of sheer idleness as a counter- 
balance, 

Every parent knows that the most 
difficult transition in human life lies be- 
tween the school period and the work per- 
iod and that many a young person drifts 
into uselessness because he or she is un- 
able to comprehend that the stern business

Just What “Rights” Etc.?

Mr. Bracken said, “proposes to see that 
these rights are protected”. 

This is at least different. Across eight 
provinces the Government has been ac- 
cused of dealing with Quebec not only 
justly or generously, but extravagantly. 
Canada, it has been said, was ruled by 
Quebec. Mr. Bracken rings the gong 
on these allegations. Quebec, he says, has 
not got justice, and he proposes to see that 
it gets it, in the full measure provided in 
the constitution. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Bracken did 
not specify in what particulars he would 
widen the concessions to Quebec or the 
conceptions of what is due to that province. 
What further, and hitherto denied, rights 
and privileges does he want couferred upon 
the people of Quebec, as distinguished from 
the rights and privileges enjoyed by Can- 
adians elsewhere? 

Mr. Bracken should get down to cases 
and tell the public wherein he thinks Que- 
bec has been cheated. His friends in the 
other provinces would particularly like to 
know. So would all members in the House 
of Commons.

Mobilizing Women in Britain 


All Under 30 Are Liable| These 


For Conscription, Rest 


Must Register

What happens to women, physi- 
cally and morally, when they are 
totally mobilized for war? That is 
the question that the United States 
will have to answer if President 
| Roosevelt's request for a National 
Service draft is granted. 

According to a woman who has 
just returned from England, she 
tells us that 91 per cent. of all 


all married women between the 
ages of 18 ard 40 are working full 
time for the war effort; the total 
number of WAAFS last year was 
bigger than the whole of the R.A.F. 
personnel before this war; the 
women of the A.T.\S. have multi- 
plied their number more than 10 
times; and there are 90,000 women 
in the Land Army. 

She also says that 40 per cent. of 
all aircraft workers are women, as 
are 52 per cent. of those employed 
in factories making high chemical 
explosives, 35 per cent. in engineer- 
ing industries, 1342 per cent. in iron 
and steel foundaries, 62 per cent. 
in shipbiulding, and more than 105,- 
000 women on the railroads. 

With a total of 17,200,000 women 
between the ages of 14 and 64 (of 
whom 10,200,000 are married and 
occupied with households and chil- 
dren) 750,000 women are in the 
fighting services or in essential war 
work, 


Femininity 

The most noticeable result of 
Britain's total mobilization of its 
womanpower is a loss of what is 
usually described as femininity.

Babies can grasp a cup and 
drink from it as early as the 
fourth month. They gulp and 
choke a bit, at first, but if the | 
mother regulates the fluid so it 
doesn’t pour into their mouths 
too rapidly, they soon become ex- 
port at swallowing in mouthfuls. 
The transfer of a child's affection 
from his bottle to this new drinking 
utensil is a harder job than to ace 
eept water or orange juice from it.)

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The root vegetables begin to come | 
into their own at this season of the | 
| year. They are useful in the diet 
lin any locality but are especially 
valuable on Northern farms and in} 
small communities where the sup-| 
ply of other vegetables fall off. } 

The main advantage of such veg- | 
etables is that they keep. In addi- 
| tion, they are usually low in price. | 

The four root vegetables most 
commonly used are carrots, beets, | 
turnips and parsnips. Others which 
may be used are oyster plant (or 
salsify), rutabagas and celeriac 

The carrot is an excellent source 
of vitamin A, and is a good source 
of vitamin B and C. It has earned 
}a popular repulation as a com- 
| plexion beautifier. It supplies a 
number of essential food minerals 
in varying amounts, containing for 
example, both iron and caleium. 
The younger the carrot, the more | 
tender it will be and the more 
delicate the flavor. The very small | 
carrot is so low in starch that it) 


may be classified with the non-| 
starchy vegetables. In the more | 
mature variety the carbohydrate 


content runs about 9 per cent., but | 
may go as high as 12 per cent 

Carrots may be used both raw 
and cooked. The baking method 
which will shortly be described for 
cooking beets may be used with} 
carrots with excellent results. 

The red beet which is commonly 
used as a table food may contain 
considerable sugar, from which the 
beet gets its attractive slightly | 
sweetish taste. The beet provides 


of the following: magnesium, sili- | 
con, iron, fluorine, manganese, po- 
tassium, sodium, calcium, phosphor- 
ous and chlorine. When fully grown, 
beets should be classed with the 
starchy vegetables. 

Beets are often boiled whole in a 
great deal of water, the water be- | 
ing later thrown away. This method 
impairs the flavor, lessens the red 
color, and reduces the mineral con- | 
tent. You 


will find you obtain a} 
better result in boiling beets if you | 
cook in as little water as possible. | 
One method is to slice them or 
grate them, and then cook in a 
heavy pan without the addition of 
water. If you wish, you may chop 
the beets fine before using. Serve 
with butter. 

In my estimation, the most de- 
licious way of preparing this veg- | 
etable is by baking. Grind in a 
food grinder and place in a dry 
baking pan to a depth of 1 or 2 


inches. Cook in a moderate oven 
for 10 minutes, or until done. An 
agreeable flavor is added if the 


cooking is continued untii the top 
is browned. Add butter and salt 
if desired, when the beets are being

The new board is to be com- é 
posed of G. M, Blackstock, K.C., H F M 
public utilities commissioner for ere or ee ing 
Alberta, and Dr. E. H. Boomer, 
chairman of the natural gas con- oe pe ee , 
servation board, and professor of 
chemical engineering at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. It will have 
powers similar to those held by | 
the public utilities commission. | 
Under terms of the .ew legisla- 

tion, all pipelines and “scrubbing 
plants” (where impurities are re- 
moved from the gas) are to be de 
signated as public carriers. 

BILL IN THREE PARTS 

The bill, one of the largest and 

most important of the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature, is in three 
parts; payt 1 dealing with organ- 
ization, and corresponding to part 
1 of the Public Utilities Act; part 2, 
defining powers of the new board 
in respect of the management of 
public utilities and the bases of | 
fixing rates, and part 3, containing 
the “teeth” of the act. 

This part makes null and void 
all contracts for supply of natural 
gas, including contracts between 
scrubbing plants and public utili- 
ties which supply gas, “to the 
extent that such contract or ar- 
rangement restricts or reserves 
.«. the exclusive right to supply 
natural gas to or for the mar- 
kets available, or to become avail- 
able for such natural gas.” 

The board to be set up under the

BACKED BY ROPER 

Elmer E. Roper (C.C.F.-Edmon- 
ton) said he wanted to associate 
himself with everything Dr. Robin- 
son had said, The Legislature ordin- 
arily deals with matters coming 
from cities or municipalities 
through the elected representatives 
of the people, but the government 
of Medicine Hat was not necessar- 
ily representative of the people at 
all, and it may be a government of | 
a very smal! minority.

Station, plantings last year included 
253 varieties of apple and crabapple 
trees, as well as 348 stone fruit trees, 
and experimental and demonstra- 
tion work has been conducted in| 
order to secure disease-free or dis- 
ease-resistant varieties in horticul- 
tural crops, Mr. MacMillan con- 
tinued, 


LIVESTOCK INDUSTRY 

In the livestock indusiry, cattle 
marketings increased by 15,000 head 
with an average increased value of | 
$11 per head over 1942 figures. The 

demand for purebred breeding stock 
has been keen, and at 1943 auction | 
sales, some 900 pure-bred bulls sold | 
for an average of $373.64, compared 
to the 1942 average of $240.28. Hog 
marketings for 1943 amounted to 
2,392,383 hogs, with an estimated 
value of $60,100,000, the minister 
said. Once again, he added, Alberta | 
led Canada in hog marketing fig- | 
ures. 

The total value of commercial 
eggs, hatching eggs and poultry 
meats in the last year rose by 
some $10,000,000 to $17,333,333 in | 
1943, and great improvements | 
have been effected in the quality | 
and value of eggs produced, the 
House was told, 

Another branch of the poultry in- 
dustry, the chick-hatching business, 
has developed into a sizeable in- 
dustry, Mr. MacMillan said. He 


Alberta hatcheries to 1,408,000 eggs, 
a rise of 152 per cent. over 1936, In 
1943, 3,607,000 chicks were hatched, 
a 35 per cent. increase over the 
1936 figures. 


ALL-TIME HIGH 


“The dairy industry throughout 
the province attained an all-time 
high in milk and butter produc- 
tion,” said the minister, “Milk pro- 
duction amounted to 1,788,740,000 
pounds, and its total value was $34,- 
181,566, compared to $31,574,838 pro 
duced in 1942.” Dominion govern: 
ment subsidies, not incnluded in | 
the above figure, added another 
$3,103,000 to Alberta farmers’ in- 
comes. 

To reduce livestock losses wher- 
ever possible, the provincial vet- 
erinary laboratory has been pro- 
viding services without charge 
to farmers. Efforts of the labora- 
tory are directed toward edu- 
cating farmers to reduce livestock 
losses by preventive measures. 


During 1943, the district agricul- 
turist staff, which is adminis- | 
tered by ths extension service of 
the department of agriculture, has 
increased its staff from 19 to 28. In 
the course of the year, all district 
agriculturists held a total of 1,260 
meetings, which had a reported at- 
tendance of 50,850 people. “During 
the year, the service devoted its full 
efforts to the production of essen- 
tial agricultural products, and the 
farm labor problem,” said Mr. Mac- 
Millan,
